The Democratic party retained 
its strong hold on St. Louis in

Thomas C. Hennings Jr., the 
Democrat elected United States 
Senator, ran far ahead of the 
Democrats chosen for city offices, 
who, like Hennings, were backed 
by the growing power of the 
Callanan-Shenker machine. . 

Hennings had a lead of 69,956 
over Senator Forrest C. Donnell, 
Republican, in the city voting. In 
contrast, the majorities of the 
Democrats elected to local offices 
ranged from 51,228 down to 
42,720. 

Few Republicans Chosen. 

The only Republicans elected 
in the city were three State Rep- 
resentatives and one Magistrate. 
They carried local districts in the 
slim Republican territory remain- 
ing. The city part of the Twelfth 
Congressional District went Demo- 
cratic, although it embraces much 
of what Republican ground is left 
here. Thomas B. Curtis, Repub- 
lican, was elected to Congress in 
that district, however, by virtue 
of a lead in St. Louis county. 

An important element of the 
election was the fact that the 
Negro voters remained in the 
Democratic column, even in the 
contest for Eleventh District Con- 
gressman, where the Republican 
nominee was a well-known Negro, 
Alderman Sidney R. Redmond. 

Total vote of the major parties 
on the senatorial contest, as 
usual, was larger than for other 
offices. It. was 264,778, or 70.8 
per cent of the registration of 
374,029. Election officials had 
predicted a vote of about 265,000.

Republicans in St. Louis county 
were returned to office by sweep- 
ing majorities yesterday, winning 
all county-wide offices and losing 
to Democrats in only two of the 


seven races for the new County 
Council and in two of the seven 
for State Representative. 

Luman F. Matthews, Presiding 
Judge of the County Court, which 
will be superseded Jan. 1 by the 
-council under the new charter 
approved by voters last March, 
defeated Paul E. FitzSimmons 
(Dem.) for Supervisor. 

In this office Matthews will be 
full-time administrator of county 
affairs and presiding officer of 
the council. The vote was 72,684 
for Matthews to 54,124 for Fitz- 
Simmons on the basis of unoffi- 
cial returns from all but one cf 
the county’s 334 precincts. 

Democrats were elected to the 
council in the First and Second 
Districts, in the normally Demo- 
cratic northern part of the county. 
Tom Dunne won over Lewis 
Buschard (Rep.), 11,404 to 9954, 
and James H. J. McNary defeated 
Erna Parker (Rep.), 9625 to 8751, 
with returns complete from all 
precincts in these districts.

m throughout the state brdught the 
total vote to a higher figure than 
in most non-presidential elections. 
When all precincts are reported, 
the total will be shown to have 
been about 1,250,000, which was 
about 50,000 more than had been 
expected. 

The normally strong Democrat- 
ic areas, Little Dixie in the north 
central part of the state, and the 
bootheel counties of the southeast 
showed even greater Democratic 
strength that usual. The returns 
indicated that it was a Repudli- 
can stay-at-home vote in these 
counties which made the differ- 
ence, there being little increase 
in the Democratic vote. 

In 1944, when Donnell ran the 
last time, the Democrats polled 
64.6 per cent of the vote in Lit- 
tle Dixie. This year they had 
68.1 per cent. In 1944 in the 
bootheel, the Democratic propor- 
tion was 63 per cent, this year it 
was 73.6 per cent. 

Holmes Re-Elected. 

The only other state-wide race 
was that for State Auditor. Wil- 
liam H. Holmes of Vienna, Demo- 
crat, was re-elected over William 
Barton of Jefferson City, Repub- 
lican, by approximately the same 
majority as Hennings. With 232 
precincts unreported in the Audi- 
tor race, Holmes was leading by 
89.805. The vote stood: Holmes, 
643,888; Barton, 554,083. 

In the close Twelfth Congres- 
sional District race, Curtis, a 
Webster Groves attorney, unseat- 
ed Democratic incumbent Karst, 
who was an upset winner two 
years ago over Republican Wal- 
ter C. Ploeser. 

Curtis ran 9668 votes behind 
Karst in the South St. Louis por- 
tion of the district, but carried 
St. Louis county by 13,382 to win.

About 140 members of Division 
18 jumped the gun on the national 
strike. date and began picketing 
the Western Electric warehouse 
at Duncan and Boyle avenue last 
Thursday. It was this action which 
led to the two-day walkout of 
about 5000 Southwestern Bell 
employes here which ended last 
Saturday night. The issue in that 
stoppage was refusal of South- 
western Bell repair workers to 
handle Western Electric materials 
and thus engage in what the 
union termed “strike-breaking.” 

Workers File NLRB Case. 

The telephone stoppage followed 
suspension of six Southwestern 
Bell truck drivers for refusing to 
pick up Western Electric mate- 
rials at a public warehouse. Mon- 
day, with the walkout settled, 15 
other employes were suspended 
for refusing to work with such 
materials. This number grew to 
51 yesterday. . All 51 suspended 
men filed charges of unfair labor 
practices against the company 
with the National Labor. Rela- 
tions Board. 

Last night, union leaders di- 
rected the 51 men to report 4 
their regular shifts today but to 
continue to refuse to accept struck 
materials. 

“The company, not the union,’ 
Lonergan said, “is forcing men 
off the job because they will not 
accept strike-breaking  assign- 
ments. If the company wants to 
give the public full service, let 
it give out work self-respecting 
men can take.” 


30 More “Locked Out.” 


The union charged today that 30 
more employes were “locked out”’ 
this morning and that they will 
file NLRB suits against the com- 
pany and also seek state unem- 
ployment compensation on the 
ground they are willing to work 
but cannot take “strike-breaking”’ 
assignments. A company spokes- 
man said a total of 60 men, in- 
cluding some _ suspended this 
morning, were off their jobs to- 
day for refusing to do assigned 
work. 

A shortage of materials for in- 
Stallations and repairs now is cre- 
ating a problem in St. Louis 
county as well as the city, the 
company spokesman said, and 
later may affect construction 
work. Supervisors have been go- 
ing through the picket line at the 
Duncan avenue warehouse to ob- 
tain materials for the repair 
crews, he said, and will continue 
to do so. 

The union recently sought un- 
successfully to discuss with the 
company reopening of the wage 
provisions of its contract, which 
runs until next June 4.

An attempt to raise 
that tax by 25 cents for Operating 
purposes and an additional 10 
cents for building purposes re- 
ceived a simple majority of votes 
in an election in 1947 but failed 
to receive the required two-thirds 
majority. 

The Missouri State Teachers 
Association declared that the two- 
thirds majority requirement had 
defeated higher levies in about 
10 per cent of the districts main- 
taining high schools during the 
past year. It noted that in dis- 
tricts where levies were defeated, 
eight out of 10 had more than a 
majority vote in favor of the rises. 

It appears likely the amend- 
ment will be put to use in St. 
Louis next spring. There has be*n 
a strong sentiment on the Board 
of Education for a rise in the tax 
rate and the feeling har been bo!- 
stered by a finding of the Citi- 
zens Advisory Committee that 
higher taxes will be required if 
the city’s public schools are to 
continue at their present level cf 
operations, 

Outside of St. Louis, boards of 
education may now levy up to $1 
on each.$100 of valuation in dis- 
tricts formed. of cities and towns 
and up to 65 cents in other school 
districts.

The advent of woven-wire fenc- 
ing with clean farming practices 
almost sounded the death-knell 
for this outstanding sport. The 
old rail fence, with its staggered 
construction and the resultant 
food and cover which grew 
around it, was an ideal nesting 
and escape plot for these birds 
in by-gone days. Quail popula- 
tion decreased at an alarming 
rate soon after wire fencing and 
brushing of swales and gullies 
with clean farming came _ into 
vogue. Heavy pasturing of land, 
which was supporting twice as 
many cattle as it should because 


of the war’s demand for beef and 
more beef, also took its toll. Some 
portions of Missouri, especially 
the northwestern counties, had 
reached an emergency condition 
if the bobwhite were to survive. 
Multiflora rose, sericea lespe- 
deza and Korean lespedeza, with 
good farm ponds, seem to be the 
correct answer. July 1948 marked 
the beginning of this program: 
The Soil Conservation Service, 
the Agricultural Extension Ser- 


vice, the Production and Market- 
ing Administration and the State 
Conservation Commission have all 
worked together in sponsoring the 
rose-lespedeza-pond pregram be- 
cause they have realized that the 
needs of quail and of the farm are 
identical in many ways. 

Fifteen hundred miles of per- 
manent cover in the form of mul- 
tiflora rose fences have been add- 
ed to farms from Commission 
sources in conjunction with co- 
operating farmers. The first year, 
1948, 3,500,000 plants were dis- 
tributed, and last year that fig- 
ure was exceeded by more than 
a million more plants. 

“Take Some and Leave Some.” 

In the same way, tests with 
Korean and sericea lespedeza have 
shown their value to quail and 
also to the land. The Korean les- 
pedeza is an excellent food and 
a fair cover crop, while the sericea 


lespedeza is an excellent cover 
and a fair food crop. The two of 
them, with a multiflora rose fence 
plus a farm pond, will almost as- 
sure you that plenty of birds can 
be found nearby. 

Last year was an excellent year 
from a quail hunter’s viewpoint.

Why This Change? 


Why this great change in public sentiment 
from two years ago? 

In the first place, it should be remembered 
that the 1948 presidential election was the 
closest since 1916. 
years ago but he won with the help of notably 
strong state tickets such as those which Adlai 
Stevenson headed in Illinois. 

In the meantime, causes for many grievances 
have taken form. ‘The Korean war undoubtedly 
was a big factor. Some voters were led to 
feel that the war was avoidable, and that the 
Democrats had bungled on preparedness. Casu- 
alties are understandably unpopular. 

McCarthyism got in its licks from Maryland 
to California with hard blows in Illinois, 
Indiana and many other states. So did the 
opposition to the Brannan plan and so-called 
“socialized medicine.” Some voters must have 
decided that labor was making too strong a bid 
for power. 

Countless consumers were out of patience 
with the White House for failing to come to 
grips with the ever-mounting inflation. Some 
wage earners voted a protest against the decline 
in the value of the bonds the Democratic 
Administration had persuaded them to buy. 

Many more causes for protest could be enum- 
erated. How many Marine veterans voted 
against that foolishly inept Truman letter about 
their proud service? How many recalled re- 
servists and their wives voted against the dis- 
ruption of their business and home life? How 
many people voted against material shortages? 
How many tried to express the feeling that 
the United States is committed to do too much 
in the world? 


What It Signifies 


. Obviously, the Democrats cannot be held 
equally responsible on all these grievances. Yet 
the only way to vote a protest was to vote 
against the ins and those diversely-motivated 
ballots add up to what the country contemplates 
today. 

The early signs of the Southern Democratic 
primaries —the defeat of Fair Dealers like 
Graham of North Carolina and Pepper of Flor- 
ida—are now applied nationally. Yet for. the 
reasons which are obvious in the multiplicity of 
factors involved, it would be a mistake for the 
Republicans to assume too much. They won 
full control of Congress in 1946 and lost the 
presidency in 1948. If they set themselves as a 
roadblock to progress at every turn they will 
invite a repetition of that very pattern. : 

The American people have voted to try some 
new hands for a while. There is no mandate 
to disavow our role in world affairs. There is 
no ultimatum to revert to the last century in 
our domestic life. 


Hennings Beats Donnell 


About the prettiest flower in the Adminis- 
tration garden—which was over-run by weeds— 
is the victory of Thomas C, Hennings Jr., over 
Forrest Donnell. The Hennings victory should 
mean a vote in support of the President, espe- 


cially on foreign policy issues, in a session in . 
which such votes will be none too plentiful. . 


Aside from the strong support given him by 
the new Democratic machine in St. Louis, Hen- 
nings proved to be every bit as good a cam- 
paigner as Donnell, and he worked hard 
throughout the state.

The success of the Democrats in retaining 
control of the Missouri Senate apparently as- 
sures that the much-talked of Republican proj- 
ect to impeach Gov.

Illinois’ Voice in the Senate 


As it has done so often in the past, Illinois 
chose to diminish its voice in the United States 
Senate. On most issues the vote of Senator- 
elect Everett Dirksen will cancel out that of 
Democratic Senator Paul H. Douglas. By retir- 
ing the majority-leader, Scott Lucas, the people 
of Illinois have reduced their impact on the 
shaping of national policy. 

The result was powerfully influenced by the 
sheriff race in Cook county, where Dan Gilbert, 
“the world’s richest policeman,” went down to 
defeat and dragged Lucas down with him. We 
hope that whoever succeeds Jacob M. Arvey as 
Cook county boss takes the lesson to heart. 


Taft's Personal Victory 


Senator Taft’s victory in Ohio was by an 

amazing margin. He won in 1938 by 170,000, 
and in 1944 by only,17,000, but in this year 
of his severest test he came through with close 
to 385,000 votes to spare. 
’ The result can only be interpreted as a great 
personal triumph for Taft. He had a weak 
opponent, but the size of his majority indicates 
that he could have beaten anybody. . 

Organized labor put everything it had into 
the effort to unseat Taft, and did not,even come 
close. This ought to put an end to the carefully 
cultivated myth of labor “control” of the Demo- 
cratic party and the myth of a union-controlled 
bloc of labor votes.

Warnings Borne Out. 


Perhaps Nehru will have more 
understanding for the position of 
the West now that Communist 
China has bluntly rejected Neh- 
ru’s appeal for negotiation on 
Tibet and has started a campaign 
to subjugate that remote moun- 
tain fastness.

It will take 
far more unity inside America 
than we have shown thus far.

It also was the period in which 
Shaw’s admiration of Communism 
esiggg to become a phobia with 


Shaw was 75 when he visited 
Russia in 1931, with Lord and 


Lady Astor. He was intrigued by . 


what he saw of Russia and Stalin, 
and he came away starry-eyed 
from a two and a half hour talk 
with Stalin in the Kremlin. 

The best anecdote about his 
famous visit to Russia was told 
long afterward. Shaw never de- 
nied it: He is reputed to have 
admonished Stalin, as they parted, 
to remember the old English 
Maxim to “put your trust in God 
and keep your powder dry.” — 


Foreign Commissar Litvinov is 
said to have transiated it back 
to Stalin, who looked slightly be- 
wildered, pondéred for a while, 
and then had Litvinov tell Shaw 
he certainlyy promised to keep 
his powder dry. 

Two years after his Russian 
visit, Shaw set foot for the first 
time in the United States, during 
his 1933 world cruise aboard the 
luxury liner Empress of Britain. 
It was a visit which had reper- 
cussions fdr long afterward. 

He spent a few hours in New 
York, and he saw a bit of Holly- 
wood. He delivered himself of 
some typical Shavian broadsides 
and in return got a rough han- 
dling from the newspapers, which 
he admitted he deserved and 
which he enjoyed. 

He was impenitent and his very 
brief visit to the United States 
did nothing to change his precon- 
ceived notions about America and 
Americans, 

“I was grossly misreported 
while I was in America,” he told 
me at the end of his world tour, 
“put I do not regret having gone 
there.” 

The second World War was 
looming and Shaw, with others, 
thought it was inevitable although 
he raged against its “foolishness.” 

“A victory for anybody is a 
victory for war,” he was fond of 
saying, and he said it often. 


Shaw was 83 when the second 
World War started in 1939. Like 
the first World War, it was not 
a particularly happy period for 
him. His pro-Russian stand was 
put to a severe test when Stalin 
at first sided with Hitler, and he 
was mightily relieved when Hit- 
ler attacked Russia, 

He experienced some of the 
Nazi bombing raids on London

IS ninetieth birthday in 1946 
was made almost a world 
event although he grumbled 
at being lionized and said he 
wanted to forget he was 90. 

He made a memorable birthday 
broadcast and showed himself to 
be a master of the art of the mi- 
crophone. There were public 
functions in New York, London 
and other cities and he was made 
a freeman of Dublin, the city of 
his birth. 

The vigorous Shaw body was 
becoming frail and his legs some- 
times let him down. He fell off 
a chair in October of his nine- 
tieth year atid hurt leg; he 
was mortified and behaved like 
a raging lion because be had to 

“Come in and gloat at this 
silly old man,” he 
I managed to géet a peek at him 
in his bedroom. He was wearing 
an old robe in his high bed. His 
spectacles had slipped almost to 


the tip of his nose, his hair and -. 


beard were unkept, and ‘the ‘bed 
was virtually covered with type- 
script, letters, newspapers and 
written notes. ' 

The period from his ninetieth 
year until his death was one in 
which Shaw pleaded, with tongue 
in cheek, to be left alone in re- 
tirement in his country home at 
Ayot-St. Lawrence. He told inter- 
viewer | after interviewer .that he 
was “extinct,” that he was an 
“old, deaf and dotty has been, 
who will soon be dead.” 

Despite Shaw's grumbling, his 
life at Ayot-St. Lawrence was a

drowsy, comfortable one. 

Behind the green-painted, hand- 
forged iron grillwork gates of the 
residence which bore the proud 
name “Shaw’s Corner,” he did 
more or less as he pleased, de- 
pending on his humor of the 
moment and the weather. He was 
looked after by Mrs. Alice Laden, 
his Scotch-born housekeeper, by 
an Irish housemaid, and by a 
chauffeur - gardener - handyman, 
and his assistant. <a 

And always hovering protective- 
dy around him, was German-born 
Dr. F. E. Lowenstein, whom Shaw 
called his “bibliographer and _ re- 
membrarcer” and referred to as 
“Ferdy,”’ or “Fritz.” 

He rose ‘between 8 and 9, had 
his usual. strictly végetarian 
breakfast, and then proceeded to 
read every newspaper within 

vegetarian lunch was 
taken around 1. o'clock, after 
which he had his afternoon nap. 
Frequently, however, he also 
happed during the forenoon and 
in fact he dreamed away a good 
part-of his day in his last -years. 

The late afternoons until his 
dinner hour, usually at around 7 
o'clock, were devoted to his cor- 
respondence. The evenings he 
spent reading, listening to the 
radio, and sometimes gossiping. 
He seldom went to bed before 
midnight.

T is better for the méntal health of children to let out their 

ill feeling. When it is pushed down into silence it smolders 

like a smothered fire and does damage to the mental attitude 
and character of the child. 

When a child lets out his wrong thought it can be modified 
or even wiped out by the wise act of an adult. At the same 
time the child’s mind is relieved. of its damaging influence. 
Once freed of the ill feeling his mind soon will be ready to 
receive the instruction and advice needed to correct the atti- 
_ tude that bred the feeling in the first place.

WHEN A CHILD feels resentment he also has the feelin 
to release it. He wants to hit and kick and pound, Under- 
standing parents and teachers know this and provide for that 
expression by giving the child something to hammer with so 
he can let out the feeling and be free of it.

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The four-no-trump bid could 
not be considered conventionally 
Blackwood since South had appar- 
ently been willing to land at three 
no-trump (as per his previous non- 
forcing call), and therefore North, 
having alrea “strained” to bid 
four hearts, decided to bow out of 
the auction. This,was a very good 
idea of North’s, because the fact 
was that no slam, at hearts, no- 
trump or clubs, could have been 
made under the circumstances of 
the bidding! 

Against a heart slam, East could 
open either a spade or a club to 
defeat the contract; and at six 
no-trump played from the North 
position, as it would have been, a 
spade lead would have been fatal. 

The slam prospects of the 
North-South hand went very sour 
when South did not get in the 
first no-trump call for his side, 
so that he could end up at the 
six-no-trump contract which 
would kave been so easy from 
his position! This might have 
been achieved if North had an- 
swered the opening two-club bid- 
with two hearts, but, according to 
his own statement, North felt that 
this was a questionable response, 


_and he preferred the negative no- 


trump response. 

The true crux’ of the situation 
was that South’s opening bid was 
debatable! Many of the arguing 
experts insisted that South’s ap- 
proach had been correct, but the 
others—with whom this observer 
agrees—insisted that South should 
have opened the bidding with four 
no-trump! Had he done so, the 
auction would have proceeded 
normally: five hearts by North, 
five no-trump by South, six hearts 
by North, six no-trump by South, 
and there the matter would have 
rested.
